skirts of the city. 
It disappeared into . 
the northwest, leaving a wake from one- 
eighth to one-quarter mile wide. Thirty 
homes were demolished. 


The dead: 
Mrs. Crowder and three 
children, Mrs. (ieorge Tanner "and two 
children, Mrs. Paul Kennedy, unidenti- 
fied negro child. Brooks Davis, negress, 
Miss Ida Donaldson, Mrs. Poe. Miss Ivy 
a nurse. 


The storm, which tore small homes in 
the suburbs into splinters, was not felt 
in the city. 


It is said the death list may go higher

Treasure

Philadelphia, Nov. 26.—The 
Liberty 
bell, on« of America's most treasured 
relics, once more reposes in its shrine in 
Independence hall. After a journey esti- 
mated at 17,000 miles to the California 
expositions, according to its guardians, 
it was viewed by 10,000.000 people, one- 
tenth of whom kissed tlje relic. 


Ten million other residents of 
the' 
United States viewed the bell pn its 
journey to and from the 
expositions, 
making a total of more than 20,000,000 
who viewed it in the 143 days it was 
absent from this citj'.

Fear that it might be injured by 
the long trip to San Francisco caused 
many patriotic societies to protest its 
recent journey, but these fears proved 
groundless.

home, Mayor Blankenburg said: 


"We have shown our patriotism. 
We 
have not kept selfishly to ourselves our 
precious possession. And in these trying 
days, days in which we realize we must 
bo prepared, our bell has joined the peo-

patriotism."

Washington, Nov. 26.—Cost of the ad- 
ministration's defense program for the 
first year woul^ be met by an increase 
in internal taxation if congress gives its 
approval to Secretary McAdoo's sugges- 
tion,

In a formal announcenient" Mr. Mc- 
Adoo declared hia belief that 
an in- 
creased tax levy was preferable to a 
bond issue, adding that it could easily 
be borne by the An?erican people. 
He 
would raise the necessary revenue by 
lowering the incomfe tax exemptions and 
assess various commodities. 
. - 


. Secretary McAdoo's statement was is- 
sued in connection with an estimate of 
the federal government's revenues and 
expenditures up to the close of the next 
fiscal year. 
He places the amount of 
additional revenue required for the ex-, 
penditure for 1917 at $112,806,394, in- 
cluding $93,800,000 for new measures for 
national defense. This estimate is bas^d 
upon the assumption that congress will 
continue in effect the present emergency 
tax law and customs duty on sugar. 


tl is explained that while the proposed 
array and navy appropriations in 1917 
would represent an increase 
for 
pre- 
paredness considerably in excess of the 
$93,000,000, a part of the expenditures 
authorized actually Avould not be spent 
during ihat year. 
That amount, it is 
stated, would cover the increase 
for 
which additional revenues must be found 
by the next cpngress. 
If congress ap- 
proves of Secretary McAdoo's proposals, 
the income tax exemption on single per- 
sons would bfli reduced from $3.000 to 
$2,000 and on married 
persons 
from 
' $4,000 to $3,000; t'he surtax on incomes 
above $20,000 would be lowered to $10,- 
000 or $15,000 and new taxes would be 
imposed on numerous articles including 
gasoline, crude and refined oils, hores- 
power of automobiles and other internal 
combustion engines.

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 28 


AMOS, THE FEARLESS PROPHET^ 


LESSON TEXT—Amos 5:1-15, 
GOLDEN TEXT - He that hath niy 
word let him speak my word faithfully.— 
Jer. 23:28. 


Among the prophets Amos bulks 
large. 
His message (B. C. 787 ?) is 
most thoroughly modern and its ap- 
plication to our present day problems 
deserves careful consideration. 
Read 
the entire book prayerfully. 
Chapters 
1 and 2 enumerate the sins of the 
nation and of Israel: 
3-6 contain ad- 
dresses of the prophet: 7:1-9, 10 rec- 
ords his visions and the conclusion. 
9:11-15 is a Messianic prophecy. The 
modem prophet of social service and 
those ^who neglect a proper consider- 
atioH of "applied Chrratianity," both 
ought to ponder well this passage. 


I. Jehovah's Lamentation, vv. 1-3. The 
words of this lesson are those of Je- 
jhovah spoken to the house of Isreal 
but apply to all people of all ages. 
Verse one is a prophecy of the mas- 
ter's grief over the holy city (Luke 
13:34; 19:41). 
Outwardly rich and 
opulent, in Jehovah's sight the na- 
tion had already fallen (v. 2 R. V.) 
and there "is none (present tense) to 
raise her up." • Israel is personified 
ES a maiden sorely wounded. 
Spoken 
decades before, Israel did fall and has 
risen no more. But there is a possibil- 
ity of mercy. 
There is here a com- 
mand and a promise and those who 
obey the command will obtain the 
promise of life. 


To "seek ye me" (v. 4) is to turn 
the face to him rather than to turn 
the back. 
It implies the forsaking 
of all evil thoughts, yea, our own 
thoughts and ways and to turn unto 
him who will abundantly pardon (Isa. 
r>5:6-7; Deut. 30:28). There is life for 
the most outbreaking and outrageous 
Sinner if he will seek the Lord. 


II. The Prophet's Exhortation, vv. 4-9. 
The places mentioned in verse five 
had each been made sacred by God's j 
presence and subsequently degraded 
by 
idolatry. 
Bethel 
especially so. 
(Gen. 12:8; 28:10-18; I Kings 12:29-29). 
These new religions and the false 
•worshiping were beguiling even the 
sincere and unwary, hence the warn- 
ing. Wo need to beware of the mani- 
fold "new cults" lest we depart from 
Ihe faith of our fathers. 
America is 
today standing upon a social and re- 
ligious crater in many ways similar to 
ancient Israel. 
God is either a con- 
suming 
fire 
(Heb. ir>: 28-29; 
Mark 
9:4.3-49) to the impenitent or else a 
minister of grace to those who repent. 
Verse seven is a suggestion regard- 
ing the rulers of that day and finds 
far too many counterparts in our own 
times. 
In verse 4 Jehovah exhorts 
the people to "seek him and live." 
In verse 6 the 'prophet utters the 
same cry. Now (v. 8) the appeal is to 
seek him because to do so is wisdom, 
(a) It is he "that maketh the stars," 
the earth, yea, everything, and it is 
•well to be on his side (Ps. 19). (b) 
He "turneth the shadow of deaih into 
morning" (R. V.) (see Ps. '¿0:3). Who j 
can comprehend the vast host of his j 
saints for whom this has been done? j 
(c) 
He "maketh the day dark witii j 
the night" (R. V.). This he is doing j 
repeatedly. The God v.-ho set the day I 
in its turn can also turn it aside: 1 
he has done it both past and present, i 


III. The Word of Application, vv. : 
10-15. 
Sinners always hate tlie man j 
who rebukes their sin. Scripture is I 
not needed to prove this fact, for we ' 
see it today. 
We are specifically ! 
warned 
against the praise of the 
wicked (Luke 6:26) and any true and j 
upright witness for Christ knows that j 
he is abhorred by those whose lives ; 
are crooked. 
(John 3:18, 20). Verse ' 
11 (A. V.) sounds very much like ! 
many of the strictures that are being 
made regarding the acts of some of i 
the rich of today. 
How frequently we j 
behold mansions built from the pro- ^ 
ceeds of oppression deserted by the | 
ones who anticipated their occupancy. ; 
How few fortunes are really expended I 
and enjoyed by those who make the ; 
accumulation. 
The manner by which ; 
we accumulate, our conduct towards | 
the just (Acts 7:52), our acceptance j 
of brites, and our neglect of the needy 
and the poor is all known to God, 
(v. 12). "Therefore," even as today 
It is difficult and costly to get justice 
In our courts, even as iniquity is rapid- 
ly growing in the earth, about all the 
prudent man can do Is to hold his 
peace, to wait upon God and watch for 
him. 
He it is who must call with 
trumpet voice (Isa. 58:1) even though 
he does now speak with human lips. 
The fourth exhortation to "seek" (v. 
14) is to search after the good, though 
the time be an "evil one." 


True goodness is to "hate evil and 
love the good" (Ps. 97:10; Rom. 10:9). 
By this test we may know if we really 
hate sin, if we are truly righteous. 


We have churches and lack rever- 
ence; we have preachers but are not 
sufficiently conscious of our weak 
morals; we hear sermons yet our faith 
Is flabby. 


We can get on without armies and 
navies, airships and submarines, kings 
end legislators, yea lacking in all of 
the conveniences of modern civiliza- 
tion, but we cannot exist, much less 
grow, flourish and triumph without 
God:

Peace Effort in 
America. 


Those who are diseoiinting in advance the efficacy of the various 
peace moves now afoot in America to bring an end to the frightful 
clash across the seas, are proving nothing by their insistence that the 
efforts will come to naught. They are merely drawing their own 
conclusions, and as a matter of fact they are likely to be no more 
soundly justified by developments than are the labors of the peace 
propagandists. 
One may find fault with Mr. Bryan for his insist- 
ence upon his peace propaganda. One may call grotesque and chi- 
mercial Henr^»^ Ford's scheme to charter a ship and gather about him 
influential peace advocates from neutral lands for a mission of per- 
suasion to the rulers of the embattled countries. 
One may smile 
cynically at the tactics of thousands of American women—hundreds 
of them from Indiana—who are now telegraphing President Wilson 
and urging early and definite effort looking to an agreement for the 
cessation of hostilities. It is possible, of course, that all of these ef- 
forts may end in failure, but anything looking to the end of the 
strife is worth trying. Beyond a doubt the influence of all these ef- 
forts will be felt abroad, and if, as is the belief in many quarters, the 
belligerents are themselves eager for the opening of a path to peace 
that will still satisfy national honor, the peace moves now under way 
hi America may be the means of pointing the way. 


In view of the attack on Section 10 of the new state-wide pri- 
mary law by republicans who allege that it will abridge constitutional 
"" rights by barring the voter who has changed his political beliefs 
since the previous election from participating in the nomination of 
the ticket of the party which he now desires to support, Bepresenta- 
tive Jones, of Plymouth, one of the authors of the primary law, calls 
attention to a phase of the situation that is of especial interest. ]\tr. 
Jones' interpretation of the law is that the power of challenge of any 
voter rests only with a member of the party with which he desires to 
vote, and that, therefore, if former bull moosers are prevented from 
voting the republican tickefat the primary, it will be because repub- 
licans themselves interi)ose the objection. In other words, it is Mr. 
Jones' view that a good deal of the panic of objection to the new law 
is merely a bad dream. That the nightmare has seized firm hold on 
a lot of republican patriots, however, is clearly apparent. 


Senator Thomas, of Colorado, who chances to be chairman of the 
Eommittee on woman suffrage, is going to find himself the target of a 
great deal of justifiable criticism if he persists in his determination 
to refuse a hearing to the suffragists of the Congressional union who 
have traveled entirely across the country in an automobile bearing 
petitions for voters for women. The Colorado senator is doubtless 
against equal suffrage, as; he has a perfect right to be, but even so 
high and mighty a personage as a United States senator is going out 
of his way to seek trouble when he arbitrarily refuses a hearing to 
any reputable body of American people, either male or female, who 
desire to present any legitimate question to their lawmakers. The 
Colorado senator is either out of tune with the times or he chances 
to be suffering from grouch that he should dispense with as quickly 
as possible. 


Judge Kerr concludes from the evidence that both jitney driv- 
ers were blamable for the collision a few weeks ago in which half a 
score of passengers were injured, and he has assessed a penalty for 
speeding. T^e remedy is proper enough so far as it goes, but it will 
still be noted that the prospect of indemnification of the injured 
for their suffering and for loss of time as a result of the smash is 
rather remote. No regulation of the traffic can be satisfactory that 
does not insist on the most adequate protection of the public which 
is using the streets, whether it be walking or riding in a public con- 
veyance. 


Owners of farms along a pike for a distance of six miles out 
of Shelbyville have signed an agreement to plant trees on either side 
of the roadway, placing the trees sixty feet apart and using a uni- 
form variety of tree for the entire (¿stance.

Theoretically the government of the 
United States is the creature of the pub- 
lic will, but, owing to the nature of the 
machinery through which the popular 
will finds expression, there are instances 
in which public servants can commit the 
coimtry fo a course of action not approv- 
ed by a majority of the people. It will 
be conceded by the staunchest standpat- 
ter that a president of the United States 
can so shapé international policies as to 
had the country into Avar. 
President 
Wilson could 
certainly 
have brought 
about an invasion of Mexico; and he 
could as easily have precipitated war be- 
tween the United States and Germany; 
and both results 
would 
have 
been 
brought about through his individual ac- 
tion. Though he lacks the power to de- 
clare war, he can so shape, the course 
of events that congress will feel obliged 
to support him. 


Herein lies the danger of too much 
preparedness. 
If we have a big arma- 
ment, a president may consider it a 
clever stroke to maneuver the country 
into a position where congress will have 
to declare war. But if the armament be 
small, if the country be unread v for ef- 
fective fighting at once, the p: 
ability 
that a war will reflect credit upon the 
party in power will be much less; and 
the administratipn will bo afraid to ven- 
ture upon such a course for the sake of 
political prestige. 
A peace-loving man 
may be able to restrain the belligerent 
spirits about him, in spite of the lure of 
an effective armament; but a belligerent 
in the president's chair will find such a 
temptation irresistible. 
He will man- 
euver the country into a position where 
the people will have to fight, not in sup- 
port of a great principle, nor even in re- 
pelling the enemies of their country, but 
merely because a single man has put the 
flag in jeopardy,

Neither Regiments Nor In- 
dividuals Can Cret Any 
Sort of Credit. 


London, Nov. 18.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—The bitter cry 
against the censorship heard from the 
front is that neither regiments nor in- 
dividuals are allowed to gain any recog- 
nition or publicity for unusual exploits. 
This is one of the handicaps a democ- 
racy meets in trying to conduct war on 
the most modem lines of secrecy. Tlie 
Japanese army in the-war against Rus- 
sia was the pioneer in this policy. The 
Japanese carried their attempts to keep 
the enemy in the dark so far that none 
of the soldiers 
wore any regimental 
marks on their uniforms. Very few of- 
ficers or enlisted men have' been made 
popular heroes through this war, and no 
regiments stand out conspicuously in the 
public eye, although ofiicers say that 
several of them have achievements to 
their credit equalling the charge of the 
Light Brigade at Balaclava. 
So far as 
the regiments of the old army, "the Lit- 
tle Contemptibles," are concerned, more 
than a majority of their .members have 
figured in the casualty lists months ago. 


John Redmond, the nationalist leader, 
cited one of the grievances of Ireland 
i^ the debate which followed Premier 
Açquith's speech on Nov. 2. He said; 
"How could it bring help to the enemy 
to let the people of Ireland, of Scotland, 
of England and of Wales, know what 
their own regiments are doing?" 
He 
said that the landing at Seduol Bahr in 
April, which was the most difficult oper- 
ation of that battle, was carried out 
by the Dublin Fusiliers and ihe Mun- 
ster Fusiliers, but that Ireland had no 
knowledge, of their work except in let- 
ters from the few surviving officers. He 
continued: "That kincj of thing is doing 
UP untold mischief in Ireland. 
One of 
the Dublin Fusiliers was known as the 
'Pals.' It was made up of well-educated 
young men from the universities, public 


schools and the professions. They were 
all 
practically 
annihilated. 
I 
know 
scores of families in Dublin who are in 
terrible anguish over tlfe death' of their 
children. 
I have seen numbers of let- 
ters from survivors who speak in the 
highest terms of the gallantrj' of those 
lads." Referring to the landing at Suvla 
Bay, Mr. Redmond said: "I have received 
communications relating to the Tenth 
(Irish) Division, not from men in the 
ranks or subalterns, but from officers 
of- high position, which I dare not read 
to the house. I have felt it my duty to 
send them to the war office and the 
prime minister. 
Sir Ian Hamilton is 
back here now, and some day those 
things will have to be inquired into, and 
when they are known I think it will be 
found that never in your military his- 
tory have troops been subjected to such 
horrible sufferings, or have shown such 
gallantry as the Tenth division, 
com- 


manded by Sir Bryan Malion. Yet not 
one word of recognition nas been written 
about them." 


Mr. Redmond dealt particularly with 
the war office censorship over official re- 
ports in his speech. In the earlier months 
of the war the government had an offi- 
cial ""Eye Witness" in the field to fill 
the void, caused by the prohibition of 
war correspondents, and to attempt to 
satisfy the public demand for descrip- 
tions of the work of the British army. 
His messages, howe\'er. were robbed of 
nine-tenths of their possible interest by 
the absence of the names of organiza- 
tions and individuals. 
Since a limited 
number of British correspondents have 
been permitted at army headquarters, 
during the past season, the official "Eye 
Witness" has been withdrawn, but the 
newspaper men are under the same re- 
strictions of writing mostly in gener- 
alities.

VIENNESE HAVE 


BEEN V m LENIENT 


English, French and Rus- 
sians Well-Treated in 
Austrian Capital. 


Vienna, 
Austria, 
Nov. 
15.—(Corre- 
spondence of The Associated Press) — 
The Viennese are proud of the fact that 
they have dealt leniently with the Eng- 
lish, French and Russians in t]ie cap- 
ital. 
Only suspicious 
characters have 
been interned, and among the "enemy 
aliens" at large in the city there is far 
more freedom tlian in Berlin and most 
of the other German cities. The visitor 
from Berlin, for instance, is surprised to 
find that any language may be spoken 
freely over the telephone. Nothing but 
German is permitted in Berlin, and even 


a mispronunciation of a German word 
may be followed by a polite but firm 
roi[uest from the telephone operator to 
"Sjieak Gorman, please," The second of- 
ftnse means a severed connection. 


Aside from the freedom of the tele- 
])honc, the Viennese mix without much 
friction in ,the cafes with the 
young 
Englishmen, l^enchmen or Russians. The 
C'ufe de Paris has been renamed the 
Kachtfalter, but the Carlton Bar retains 
its name, and the English, French and 
Russian language is heard there without 
exciting any protest from the Viennese 
who may be present. 
In fact, when 
tlic pianist plays some popular English 
song, such as ''You Made Me Love You," 
the Viennese may be heard humming it 
or even singing the English words soft- 
ly. 
The closing 
hour of the public 
drinking and eating places is novr fixed 
at one o'clock in the morning, but most 
of the places of the better class are per- 
mitted to do business imtil two o'clock. 


In the bearing of the Viennese there 
id* comparatively 
little 
indicative of 
v,ar. Not so much mourning is worn as 
in some other cities. 


"You must not think tliat we are 
taking the war lightly," said one of the 
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residents. "We have had our full share 
of sacrifice and suflFering. But it is bad 
enough .as it is, without going about 
with glum faces and sorrowing all the 
time. 
There- is little enough pleasure 
left in life. The Viennese are naturally 
a pleasure-loving people. It is fortunate 
that they have not the capacity of sor- 
rowing continuously. 
It is this very 
characteristic that is keeping t^hem up 
through these trying days." 


Aside from the 
matters mentioned, 
however, there is no lack of indication 
that •vvar is going on. Chief among these 
is the great number of wounde^ soldiers 
in the streets. In no other city—either 
in Germany or Austria-Hungary—visited 
by The Associated Press representative 
since the outbreak of the war have there 
been so many. So great are their num- 
bers that they almost form processions 
on pleasant afternoons along the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares; The number of un- 
Avounded soldiers in the streets is small, 
compared with Berlin. 


The second striking indication of ab- 
normal condition» is the price of food 
Ham—to note but one item—costs six 
crownds 
-the 
pound. 
At 
the nor- 
mal 
rate 
of 
exchange 
this 
fig- 
ures 
out 
about 
$1.20. ^ Restaur- 
ant prices are 100 to 200 per cent, great- 
er than those in restaurants of the 
same rank in German cities. No bread 
can be had without bread carols, and the 
daily quantity 
is somewhat 
smaller 
than that allowed in Germany. 
Hotel 
guests receive daily cards entitling them 
to 210 grams, 
a bit less than Ty» 
ounces. 


KOREANS HAVE VOLUNTEERED. 


Over 3/)oo Offer Services to Army of 
• Russia. 


Tokio, Nov. 26.—Great interest has 
been caused in Japan by a news dispatch 
from Vladivostok that 3,000 Koreans 
have volunteered their services in the 
armies of Russia. A memorial to that 
effect has reached thè militwy góvernor 
of Vladivostok. 


It is expected here that the Japanese 
authorities will offer no objection or 
hindrance to the project of the Korean 
volunteers. ,

Peking Wants Foreign Na- 
tions to Withdraw the 
Soldiers. 


Peking, Oct. 27.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—Chinese news- 
papers are carrying on a campaign for 
the withdrawal of the legation guards 
which foreign powers maintain in Pe- 
king. 
At pre'sent only the Americana, 
the Japanese and the Dutch have a 'full 
guard at their legation coinpoimds. As 
a result of the war the English, the Rus- 
sian, tJie French, the Italian, the Ger- 
man and the Austrian legations have re- 
duced their guard to small squads, but 


even the few soldiers left in T^ekiag by 
these belligerents have managed to en- 
gage in some' clashes which the Chinese 
use as an argument against the employ- 
ment of troops by foreign legations. 


Under the direction 
of 
Lieutenant 
General J. Munthe, a Norwegian officer 
and military adviser to President Yuan 
Shi-kai> a special Chinese corps has been 
trained for the defense of the legation 
quarter. This corps now numbers over 
six hundred members, and is held by the 
Chinese to be a very effective organiza- 
tion, capable of affording adequate pro- 
tection to foreigners resident in Peking. 


The 
Chinese 
government 
has 
not 
formally presented a request. for the 
withdrawal of the legation guards, and 
it is not likely that the matter will be 
presented in an oiTicial way to the for- 
eign governments in the immediate 'fu- 
ture. 
However, 
the 
comment of the 
Cliinese press indicates the general Chin- 
ese attitude which will doubtless take 
form in some official action before the 
end of the preseni European war. The 
Chinese papers constantly suggest that 
when the legation guards are depleted It 


is plain to see how unnecessary their 
presence is for the defense of the lega- 
tion section. It is pointed oiit by the 
vernacular papers that Taku, the en- 
trance« to the river leading to Tientsin, 
K now absolutely 
unfortified. Conse- 
quently, foreign powers could not be 
"hindered from landing troops speedily 
at Tientsin in case any emergency were 
to arise. 


The American legation guard at pres- 
ent stationed in the legation 
quarter 
numbers about two hundred and fifty 
marines. The Japanese guard is about 
the same and the Dutch guard slightly 
smaller. 
All told the Americans have 
about fifteen hundred troops .marines and 
infantry in Peking and Tientsin and as 
guards along the railway between Peking 
and Tientsin. 
A year ago the entire 
number of foreign troops in North China 
exceeded ten thousand. At present the 
number is considerably less than five 
thousand.

The annual 
value of water products is over $30,- 
000,000. 
Half a million boats are en- 
gaged in fishing, of which 18,000 are 
more than 30 feet long. 
Almost » mil- 
lion men are professional fisherman and 
1,400,000 more give part of their time 
to fishing and the rest to farming or 
other pursuits. 


A thousand species of fish have cl* 
ready been identified in Japanese waters 
and almost every one of them is edible.

Patrolman Barmeir followed 
them and just as the trio were out of 
sight 
of 
witnesses 
five 
shots 
were 
heard. 


When several men rushed to the al- 
ley they found the bodies of Barmeir 
and ]SIrs. Street within a few feet of 
each other. 
By the side of the police- 
man was his revolver with one chaufoer 
empty, but this he pointed out was a 
precautionary 
measure 
adopted 
by 
many policemen to ])revrnt explosion of 
the weapon should it fall. 
His revolver 
bore no powder marks and, according to 
t)ic police, sccmcf] not to have been fired 
recenth'.

"Noav I've girt you," and fired, one bul- 
let hittinfj him and another his wife.

Rabies Victim Escapes from 
Hospital and is Retaken 
Only After Battle. 


Pittsburg-, Nov, 26,—John Bukowa, agred

licemen gave chase. 


After a battle with Bukowa in which 
six police officers and patrolmen were

hcBpital. 


Fourteen persons in all were bitten by 
Bakowa, eleven of whom were at once 
sent to Mercy hospital to undergo the 
Pasteur treatment. Included in the num- 
ber were Superintendent Herbert Beamer 
and four staff physicians of the Allegheny 
general hospital. 
According to physicians 
tonight the condition of all who received 
treatment today was not serious and they 
v.ill probably recover within two weeks.

Bureau of Commerce Cor- 
rects Prevalent False 
Impression. 


Washington, D. C., 
Nov. 
26.—Many 
TrVeeks in advance, the preparations are 
made for the international 
tours 
of 
Santa Claus. Americans who are plan- 
ning to send Christmas presents to per- 
sons in foreign countries want to be sure 
that those who receive the gifts will not 
be compelled to pay any charges. 
Many 
letters come annually 
to 
Washington, 
asking what to do to avoid any difficul- 
ties. 
The communications have already 
begun to. arrive, and are being answered 
by the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce, department of commerce. 


The writers of these letters which, be- 
fore the end of the year, will have come 
from every part of the country, are par- 
ticularly interested in tariff rates whieh 
must be paid on gifts in the lands to 
whidi they are sent. 
Many express re- 
gret that there should be such a thing 
as a foreign tarift" in the season of gen- 
erous giving. 
Some indicate tha't they 
tliink the 
charges 
are 
really omitted. 
They believe that during the holidays 
tlie barriers are torn down. 


The truth, however, must be told in 
replying to tJiese inijuiries, 
and 
the 
bureau is compelled to inform its corre- 
spondents that 
whatever 
the customs 
tax is in any foreign land on any class 
of presents, that tax is collected in ev- 
ery season. 


Many persons who write to Washing- 
ton, asking for tariff rates in particular 
countries, fail to specify the kiudii of 
articles that are to be sent abroad as 
(. hriKtmas gifts. 
Jt is quite necessary 
that such details should be given in or- 
der to learn the amount of tlie tax. The 
bureau cannot send out an entire tariff 
schedule in answer to _each letter, and 
even if it did, very few persons would 
know what to do with it after they re- 
ceived the document. 


The /irst of the 101.5 letters arrived 
oi; Xoveiiilier 11, and was addresseti to 
the tr,';ii-nry department. 
The writer 
asked for the rate on "Christmas gifts" 
to Canada, and th*! bureau of foreign 
and donn'stic comnuMH;c, to which tlie 
matter was forwarded, was unable to 
reply until it was known whet lier it was

Hosey to prepare and send to Indian- 
apolis a complete statement concerning 
the business of the municipal lighting 
plant, and asked information of a type 
that

without the employment of experts and 
the cost to the city of something like 
$25,000, the mayor estimated.-

dianapolis and place before the commis- 
sion his reasons for not wishing to pre- 
pare the statement, chief among which 
is the expenditure of as great a sum of 
money as will be required to furnish it. 


Nearly a year ago the fraction com- 
pany filed w'ith the utilities commission 
a complaint against tlic city, charging 
that there was discrimination practiced 
in the charging of light and power rates.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—"With 
Bulgaria" fighting on the side of the Teu- 
tonic powers, Burgas, in all likelihood, is 
destined to play tne part of the most 
important naval base of the central pow- 
ers upon the Black Sea," according to a 
primer on war geography just prepared 
by 
the 
National 
Geographic 
society. 
"jSurgas, Odessa, 
and 
Sevastopol will 
prove the points of cliief interest in the 
naval and expeditionary 
.struggle for 
domination of the great inland water 
body. 


"Besides the advantage of an excellent. 


roomy iikrbor, securely sheltered in 
a 
deep-mouthed bay, Burgas has a cen- 
tral position on the Black Sea's western 
shore. 
It was Bulgaria's second com- 
mercial port before the war's outbreak, 
and was rated as a harbor of great strat- 
egic importance. 
It is connected by a 
branch liiie with the great Orient rail- 
road, and is also fed by a number of 
better than the average Balkan roads. 


"The port-city is built on low-lying 
ground. 
In the splendid harbor before 
it, the fleets of Bulgaria's allies, or of her 
enemies, might anchor with plenty of 
room to spare. The harbor was formally 
opened in 1904, and diu-ing the years of 
peace since then its commercial im- 
portance increased 
rapidly. 
IVIanufac- 
tured goods and fuel, coming from Aus- 
tria-Hungary, 
Belgium, 
Germany

Great Britain, were imported

Burgas, while, in favorable years, there 
was a large export of grains, wool, tal- 
low, cheese, butter and attar of roses.

Adoo declared'his belief tnat an in- 
creased tax levy was preferable to a 
bond issue, adding that it could easily 
be borne by the American people. He 
would raise the necessary revenue by 
lowering the income tax exemptions and 
assess various commodities. 


Secretary McAdoo's statement was is- 


sued in connection with an estimate of 
the federal government's revenues and 
expenditures .up to,the close of the next 
fiscal year. 
He places the amount of 


additional revenue required for the ex- 
penditure for 1917 at $112,800,384, in- 
cluding $93,800,000 for new measures for 
.national defense: "This estimate is based 
upon the assumption that congress will 
continue in effect the present emergency 
tax law and customs duty 04 sugar. 
' tl is explained that while the proposed 
'army and navy appropriations in 1!117 
would represent an increase for pre- 
paredness considerably in excess of the 
$!>3,000.000, a part of the expenditures 
authorized actually would not be spent 
during that year.

Belgian Lawyers Taken to 
Germany, 


Says London Post. 


London, Nov. 20.—(2:43 lu m.)—A ae- 


ries of clashes h'cjlwecn Belgian lawyers , 
adn German officials has. culminated in I 
the deportation in captivity to Germany ' 
oi Leon Theodor, chief of the Order of ] 
Advocates of Brussels, and Henri Rol- 
som, former chief of the same order, 
says the. Morning Post today. The trou- 
ble between' M. Theodor and Governor 
General von Bissing, according to the 
newspaper, began some time ago when 
flen. von Bissing wrote M. Theodor as 
follows: 


"I am informed there is disinclination 


on the part of Belgian counsel to take 
up the cases of Germans in the courts. 
If this is the case the imperinl govern- 
ment will be under 
the 
necessity of 


safeguarding Herman interests in other 
ways." 


M. Theodor, says the newspaper, re- 


plied briefly that he Mid nothing to do 
with the private opinions 
of his col- 


leagues and added: 
"No doubt, inas- 


much as they invaded u<t, the Germans 


have become our enemies. Menaced as 
we are in our very .existence w*s .will 
light them with all the bitterness of 
our ingrained national spirit. On the 
other hand, the individual German who 
appears as a litigant in our courts en- 
counters no ill-feeling, prejudice or vex- 
ations acts. If his honor, liberty or in- 
terests arc unjustly menaced, the bai 
will protect him. As to the threat tha' 
other measures will be taken, it will not 
alter our attitude in the least." , 


Subsequently M. Theodor, according t( 


the Morning Post, several times protest 
ed against proceedings of a tribunal in 
v.hich a German judge, without a jury 
condemned Belgians to severe penalties 
for all sorts of offenses, pointing out 
that these condemnations could not be 
appealed from and that those sentenced 
had had no previous 
opportunity 
of 


knowing what the law was. The whole 
thing he characterized as a negation of 
all the principles of law. He also pro- 
tested against tho occupation of the pal- 
ace of justice by German soldiers as a 
violation of The Hague convention. 


The climax came, the newspaper says, 


when M. 'Thcodor protested .against the 
net of the ficrmnn police in breaking into 
the offices of lawyers engaged in litiga- 
tion concerning the will of King Leo- 
pold where they seized several docu- 
ments. This, he declared, was a viola- 
tion of The Hague convention.

AMOS, THE FEARLESS PROPHET, 


: LESSON TEXT—Amos 6:1-1S. 


GOLDEN TEXT - He that hath ray 


word let him speak my word faithfully.— 
Jer. 23:25. 


Among the prophets Amos bulks 


large. His message (B. C. 787 ?) is 
most thoroughly modern and its ap- 
plication to our present day problems 
deserves careful consideration. Read 
the entire book prayerfully. Chapters 
1 and 2 enumerate the sins of the 
nation and ot Israel: 3-6 contain ad- 
dresses of the prophet: 7:1-9, 10 rec- 
ords his visions and the conclusion. 
9:11-15 is a Messianic prophecy. The 
modern prophet of social service and 
those who neglect a proper consider- 
ation of "applied Christianity," both 
ought to ponder well this passage. 


; I. Jehovah's Lamentation, w.1-3. The 
•words of this lesson are those of Je- 
hovah spoken to the house of Isreal 
'but apply to all people ot all ages. 
•Verse one is a prophecy of the mas- 
ter's grief over the holy city (Luke 
il3:34; 19:41). 
Outwardly rich and 


opulent, in Jehovah's sight the na- 
tion had already fallen (T. 2 R. V.) 
and there "is none (present tense) to 
raise her up." 
Israel te personified 


as a maiden sorely wounded. Spoken 
decades before, Israel did fall and has 
risen no more. But there is a possibil- 
ity of mercy. There is here a com- 
mand and a promise and those who 
obey the command will obtain the 
'promise of life. 


To "seek ye me" (T. 4) is to turn 


the face to him rather than to turn 
the back. It implies the forsaking 
of all evil thoughts, yea, our own 
thoughts and ways and to turn unto 
him who will abundantly pardon (Isa. 
B5:6-7; Deut. 30:28). There is life for 
the most outbreaking and outrageous 
•inner if he will seek the Lord. 


II. The Prophet's Exhortation, w.4-9. 


The places mentioned in verse five 
had each been made sacred by God's 
presence and subsequently degraded 
by idolatry. 
Bethel especially so. 


(Gen. 12:8; 28:10-18; 1 Kings 12:29-29). 
These new religions and the false 
worshiping were beguiling even the 
sincere and unwary, hence the warn- 
ing. 
We need to beware of the mani- 


fold "new cults" lest we depart from 
the faith of our fathers. America is 
today standing Upon a social and re- 
ligious crater in many ways similar to 
ancient Israel. God is cither a con- 
suming lire (Ileb. 
ir>: 28-29; 
Mark 


9:43-49) to the impenitent or else a 
minister of grace to those who repent. 
Verse seven is a suggestion regard- 
Ing the rulers of that day and finds 
far too many counterparts in our own 
times. 
In verse 4 Jehovah exhorts 


the people to "seek him and live." 
In verse 6 tlio prophet utters the 
name cry. Now (v. 8) the appeal is to 
eeek him because to do so is wisdom. 
'(a) It is he "that rnakoth the stars," 
the earth, yea, everything, and it Is 
•well to be on his side (Ps. 19). (b) 
He "turneth the shadow of death into 
morning" (R. V.) (seo Ps. 30::.). Who 
can comprehend the vast host of his 
saints for whom this has been done? j 
:(c) 
Ho "maketh the day dark with j 


the night"-(R. V.). This he is doing j 
repeatedly. The God who set the day j 
In its turn can also turn it aside? 
he has done it both past and present. 
: 
III. The Word of Application, w 


10-15. Sinners always hato tlie man 
who rebukes their sin. 
Scripture is 


not needed to prove this fact, for we 
see it today. 
We are 
specifically 


•warned against the praise of ISie 
wicked (Luke 6:26) and any true and 
upright witness for Christ knows that 
he is abhorred by those whose lives 
are crooked. (John 3:18, 20). Verse 
11 (A. V.) sounds very much like 
many of the strictures that are being 
made regarding the acts of some of 
the rich of today. How frequently we 
behold mansions built from the pro- 
ceeds of oppression deserted by the 
ones who anticipated their occupancy. 
How few fortunes are really expended 
and enjoyed by those who make the 
accumulation. The manner by which 
we accumulate, our conduct towards 
the just (Acts 7:52), our acceptance 
of brifles, and our neglect of the needy 
and the poor Is all known to God. 
(v. 12). ''"Therefore," even as today 
It is difficult and costly to get justice 
in our courts, even as iniquity iB rapid- 
ly growing in the'earth, about all the 
prudent man can do Is to hold his 
peace, to wait upon God and watch for 
him. 
He it is who must call with 


trumpet voice (Isa. 58:1) even though 
he does now speak with human lips. 
The fourth exhortation to "seek" (v. 
14) is to search after the good, though 
the time be .an "evil one." 


True goodness is1 to "hate evil and 


love the good" (Ps. 97:10; Rom. 10:9). 
By this test we may know if we really 
hate sin, if we are truly righteous. 


We have churches and lack rever- 


ence; we have preachers but are'not 
sufficiently conscious of our weak 
morals; we hear sermons yet our faith 
is flabby. 


We can get on without armies and 


navies, airships and submarines, kings 
end legislators, yea lacking in all of 
the conveniences of modern civiliza- 
tion, but we cannot exist, much less 
grow, flourish and triumph without 
God.

BEEN VERY LENIENT 


>English, French and Rus- 


sians Well-Treated in 


Austrian Capital. 


Vienna, Austria, Nov. 15.— (Corre- 


spondence of The Associated Press) — 
The Viennese are proud of the fact that 
they have dealt leniently with the Eng- 
lish, French and Russians in the cap- 
ital. Only suspicious characters have 
been interned, and among the "enemy 
aliens" at large in the city there is far 
txore freedom than in Berlin and most 
of the other German cities- The visitor 
from Berlin, for instance, is surprised to 
find that any language may be spoken 
freely over the telephone. Nothing but 
German is permitted in Berlin, and even 


a- mispronunciation of a German \vord 
may be followed by a polite but firm 
reijuest from the telephone ^operator to 
"Speak German, please." The second of- 
fcnso means a severed connection. 


Aside from the freedom 'of the tele- 


phone, the Viennese mix without much 
friction in the cafes with the young 
Englishmen, Frenchmen or Russians. The 
Cafe de Paris ha* been renamed the 
Nachtfalter, but the Carlton Bar retains 
its name, and the English, French and 
Russian language is heard there without 
exciting any protest from the Viennese 
who may be present. 
In fact, when 


tho pianist plays some popular English 
song, such as "You Made M* Love You," 
the Viennese may bo heard humming it 
or even singing tho English words soft- 
ly. 
The closing 
hour of tho public 


drinking and eating places is now fixed 
at one o'clock in the morning, but most 
of the places of the better class are per- 
mitted to do business until two o'clock. 


In the bearing of the Viennese there 


is comparatively 
little 
indicative of 


war. Not so much mourning is worn as 
in some other cities. 


"You must not think that wo are 


taking the war lightly," said one of the

residents. "Wo have had our full share 
of sacrifice and suffering. But it is bod 
enough as it is, without going about 
with glum faces and sorrowing all the 
t:rac. There is little enough pleasure 
left in life. The Viennese are naturally 
a pleasure-loving people. It is fortunate 
that they have not the capacity of sor- 
rowing continuously. 
It is this very 


characterise that is keeping them up 
through these'trying days." 


Aside from the matters mentioned, 


however, there is no lack of indication 
that war is going on. Chief among these 
is the great number of wounded soldiers 
in the. streets. In no other city—either 
in Germany or Austria-Hungary—visited 
by The Associated Press representative 
since the outbreak of the war have there 
been so many. So great are their num- 
bers that they almost form processions 
on pleasant afternoons along the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares. The number of un- 
woundcd soldiers in the streets is small, 
compared with Berlin.

LEGATION GUARDS 


IRRITATE CHINESE 


Peking Wants Foreign Na- 


tions to Withdraw the 


Soldiers. 


Peking, Oct. 27.—(Correspondence of 


Th« .AMOcUted Pre«s).—Chine»« newi- 
mpers are tarrying on * campaign for 
the withdrawal of tho legation guards 
which foreign powers maintain in Pe- 
king. At present only the Americans, 
the Japanese and the Dutch have a full 
«i»rd at their legation compounds. A* 
a, result of the war the English, the Rus- 
sian, the French, tho Italian, the Ger- 
man and the Austrian legations hare re- 
duced their guard to small aquada, but 


even the few soldiers left in Peking by 
these belligerents have managed to en- 
gage in some clashes which tho Chinese 
use as an argument against the employ- 
ment of troops by foreign legations. 


Undor the direction 
of Lieutenant 


General .T. Muntho, a Norwegian officer 
and military adviser to President Yuan 
Shi-kai, a special Chinese corps has been 
trained for the defense of the legation 
quarter. This corps now numbers over 
six hundred members, and is held by the 
Chinees to be a very effective organiza- 
tion, capable of affording adequate pro- 
tection to foreigners resident in Peking. 


The- Chinese government has 
not 


formally presented a. request for the 
withdrawal of tho legation guards, and 
it is not likely that the matter will be 
presented in an official way to the for- 
eign governments in tho immediate fu- 
ture. However, tho 
comment of the 


Chinese press indicates tho general Chin- 
ese attitude which will doubtless take 
form in some official action before the 
end of the present European war. .The 
Chinese papers constantly suggest that 
when tho legation guards are depleted it 


is plain to sec how unnecessary their 
presence is for the defense of tho lega- 
tion section. It is pointed out by the 
vernacular papers that Tnku, the en- 
trance to tho river leading to Tientsin, 
h now absolutely 
unfortified. 
Conse- 


quently, foreign powers could not be 
hindered from landing troops speedily 
at Tientsin in case any emergency were 
to arise. 


The American legation guard at pres- 


ent stationed in tho legation 
quarter 


numbers about two hundred and fifty 
marines. The .Tapaneso guard is about 
the same and the Dutch guard slightly 
smaller. All told the Americans have 
about fifteen hundred troops .marines and 
infantry in Peking and Tientsin and as 
guards ilong tho railway between Peking 
and Tientsin. 
A year ago the entire 


number of foreign troops in North China 
exceeded ten thousand. At present the 
number is considerably less than five 
thousand.

Almost » mil- 
lion men are professional fisherman and 
1,400,000 more give part of their time 
to fishing and the rest to farming or 
other pursuits.
